26 of 626 CSUS faculty 
voted in support of the CSUS 
Faculty Senate ‘Declaration 
of Intent,’ Faculty Senate 
Chair Christopher Dyer 
Bennet reported Friday, last 
day of a week - long faculty 
referendum 

177 faculty cast opposing 
ballots and 23 abstained. A 
total of 895 ballots were mailed 
to faculty 

In a March 10 general meet- 
ing faculty endorsed the 
“Declaration of Intent” call- 
ing for ‘non recognition of and 
noncooperation with’ the ad- 
ministration of CSUS 
President James G. Bond 

According to the six page 
declaration, if Bond does not

Two suspects, who 
allegedly beat up CSUS 
baseball coach Steve Figler, 
were arrested last week and 
charged with assault and 
battery by campus police, 
CSUS Chief of Police Don 
Yelverton reported Monday. 

William Hardison, a CSUS 
student, was arrested Friday 
and released from Sac- 
ramento County Jail the same 
day. His bail was set at $1,000, 
according to police. 

Carl Love, another CSUS 
student who gave his side of 
the assault to the Hornet two 
weeks ago, was picked up 
Tuesday and released the 
same day from jail on $500 
bail. 

The alleged assault oc- 
curred Feb. 16 when Figler 
was reportedly beaten up 
while closing the men’s gym 
after baseball practice. While 
obtaining the license plate 
number of the _ alleged 
suspect’s car, Figler was 
dropped by Hardison. Love, 
who owned the car, kicked the 
coach after Hardison had hit 
him a few times, according to

agree to make the policy 
changes requested by faculty 
by the end of this week the 
Faculty Senate is charged to 
develop a proposal for sub- 
mission to the faculty for 
effective implementation of 
this Declaration.” 

In a statement issued Fri- 
day afternoon, Bond said that 
he could not comply to faculty 
demands because the univer- 


sity's legal counsel had 
deemed them ‘‘clearly 
illegal.” 

“Despite the continuing 


irresponsibility of such empty 
referendums, I am ready now, 
as I have been in the past, to 
meet with faculty in 
cooperative consultation,’ 
Bond said 

Faculty voted in favor of a

‘He failed to hold an effec- 
tive dialogue with the univer- 
sity community and has failed 
in his responsibility to provide 
positive leadership on this 
campus.”

The warrants, which or- 
dinarily take up to six weeks to 
process, were acquired in one 
week ‘‘to get the press away 
from our job,’ according to 
Yelverton. 

“I had one of my on - duty 
officers hand - carry the war- 
rant to the district attorney's 
office, which speeds the 
process up,’’ Yelverton said. 
‘‘But that left only one officer 
to protect the rest of the cam- 
pus community.”’ 

Love and Hardison have 
complained to the Hornet that 
‘they had no business printing 
stuff about the case without 
their permission.’’ They in- 
dicated their intention of sue- 
ing the Hornet on the grounds 
that the» prejudiced the case. 

Campus police reported 
that Love and a friend were in 
the police office Monday to 
complain about Figler. Figler 
was unavailable for comment. 

Both Figler and Love have 
discussed the assault. Ac- 
cording to Love, they shock 
hands and Figler accepted an 
apology from Love.

Bond’ administration comply 
with ‘‘corrective actions” 
outlined in the ‘Faculty 
Declaration of Intent,”’ en- 
dorsed by CSUS faculty in last 
week's faculty referendum. 

Prof. Louise Kanter, UPC 
local president, said that the 
resolution would not be for- 
mally presented to Bond. 

Kanter said that other ac- 
tion was being planned instead 
but refused to elaborate.

Movie premeire will 
benifit public lobbies

“All the President's Men,” 

starring Robert Redford and 
Dustin Hoffman will have its 
Sacramento premiere April 8 
at the Century 21 Theater. The 
premiere is to benefit the local 
Citizen's Action Fund and the 
Western Bloc 

Redford, dressed in Levi's 
western boots, and a denim 
sports coat was in Sacramento 
Friday to promote the 
premiere showing of the 
movie. The proceeds, 35 per 
cent to Citizen's Action Fund 
and 65 per cent to Western 
Bloc will be used by public 
interest lobbies in the 
legislative process. 

Citizen Action Fund is a 
newly organized group to 
initiate fund raising activities 
for public interest groups, of 
which Redford is one of the 
directors. Western Bloc is a 
group of organizations in the 
western states concentrating 
on the nuclear issue and br- 


inging safe 
communities 


power to their 


‘| don't think nuclear is the 
way to go, forget the debate 
even, quit crapping around, 
it's not safe,’ said Redford. 
“Some say because of the 
energy crisis we heed nuciear 
now, I don't believe that, 
nuclear may not be the thing 
for the future.’ 

He feels that various forms 
of energy sources such as 
geothermal and steam could 
be studied and developed with 
funding from the government. 
He is using solar energy to 
power his new home in Provo, 
Utah. 

“I don't do many inter- 
views, I just don’t think they 
matter. Redford said. If 
you're a screen actor, that’s 
where the public wants to see 
you. But, I’m here to draw 
attention to the premieres, 
and toemphasize that they are 
for the people. The money

Writing proficiency exams urged 


A task force studying writ- 
ing skills has recommended a 
rigorous program of tests to 
insure that all graduating 
students would be competent 
in English. 

Graduate student and 
teaching credential can- 
didates would also be affected 
by this plan. 


The proposal by the Califor- 
nia State University and 
Colleges (CSUC) task force on 
student writing skills would 
require all incoming freshmen 
and transfer students to pass a 
writing proficiency ex- 
amination. 


Those failing the test would 


be required to enroll in 
remedial instruction and 
would not necessarily be given 
?. cademic credit. 


Those passing the ex- 
amination would earn ad- 
vanced placement and - or 
credit. 

A second test would be 
given in the students’ junior 
year. Students not passing this 
test would not be allowed to 
take senior level courses or 


consequently to graduate. 
Graduate students who had 
not previously passed the 
proficiency examination at 
the junior level would be re- 
quired to do so before taking 


nine semester units of 
graduate work. 
The task force also 


recommended that the School 
of Education require can- 
didates for elementary and 
secondary credentiais to 
achieve scores significantly 
higher than passing on the 
test. This proposal would help 
insure that future teachers not 
only read and write at an 
acceptable level, but are also 
able to teach these skills effec- 
tively. 

The task force recommen- 
dations, if approved by the 
CSUC Board of Trustees at its 
May meeting, would not go 
into effect until the fall of 1977.

Hornet violates 
ethics with ads 


Editor, the Hornet: 


There are severe problems 
with the Hornet’s recent ac- 
tions and decision. 

The paper ran six Gallo ads 
of '2 page each. None of these 
ads were shown to the UF W in 
advance. The UFW - Mecha 
coalition ran one ad, it was 
leaked to Gallo in advance so 
that they could respond in the 
same issue. This is a serious 
violation of ethics. 

Primarily, the Hornet 
position has been that since 
Galio paid for ads to promote 
their wines, any other group 
could pay for its ads. This 
position is naive at best. The 
position is typical of the 
domination of your thinking 
by a business or psuedo - 











business mentality. It is ab- 
surd to expect student groups 
or the UF W to compete for ad 
space with the world’s largest 
winery (Gallo). 

UFW is an impoverished 
union due to the raids on its 
contracts by the Mafia 
dominated Teamsters Union 
and the attacks on its ex- 
istence by the Justice 
Department under the direct 
orders of the Nixon ad- 
ministration (evidence 
available). UF W is struggling 
to keep its health clinics,

retirement villages, service 
centers and union halls open. 
The union can not and will not 
pay for such ads. 

On the other hand, Gallo 
can not only pay freely for ads, 
but it can deduct the costs of 
all ads from their corporate 
taxes. Gallo has a well - 
financed promotion 
department, paid public 
relations firms and employees 
on this campus to sell its point 
of view. The UFW has 


volunteer supporters,  in- 
cluding MECHA, and no 
budget. 


Some persons in student 
government, as usuai acting 
without first investigating the 
Situation, are now upset 
because the one UFW/Mecha 
ad was run for a reduced 
price. 

Again we find the repeat of 
the same false logic. No other 
“campus organization has had 
its objectives attacked by six 
‘2 pages ads in the Hornet. No 
other campus organization 
has had to compete with the 
Gallo Company. Why can't the 
Hornet give some leniency to 
its ad prices. Or, as an alter- 
native, why doesn't the 
student government pay for 
equal ad space in the Hornet to 
allow real equal access to the 
student publication? 

Without such a system the 
Hornet and_ student 
government is acting exactly 
like the Chamber of 
Commerce and other business 
dominated organizations. 

The CSUS_ student 
overnment is pretending that 











































big business and farmworkers 
are economically equal or 
that the Hornet and student 
government can live their 
lives of relative affluence and 
not be responsible for their ac- 
tions which ultimately con- 
tribute to the continued ex- 
ploitation of farmworkers 
This is simply not true. You 
are not neutral. Your pretense 
of neutrality is in reality a 
position supporting and favor- 
ing Gallo and the other por- 
tions of agri - business. It is not 
surprising that your actions, 
when not examined, fall in line 
with big business mentality 
But please examine your ac- 
tions. You don’t have to be 
stooges and prostitutes for 
Gallo.

CSUS target 


Gallo’s latest — 
bribing students ?

E & J Gallo Winery has 
launched an all - out effort to 
regain the loyalty of the 
college drinking crowd. CSUS 
is one of many Campuses all

over the country selected by 
Gallo for the marketing effort, 
according to Gallo’s new cam- 
pus rep Jeannie Williams. The 
new tactic comes close to 
bribery 

Williams has approached 
the CSUS Children’s Center, 
the ASI and the SAE fraternity 
with Gallo’s offer: Gallo will 
help put on a fund - raiser for a 
group by underwriting such 
costs as printing tickets and 
flyers, hiring a band, and ren- 


ting a hall. All the profits' 


would gd to the group 

What's the catch? 
“Naturally, we'd encourage 
the group to serve Red Moun- 
tain or another Gallo wine,’ 
admitted a Gallo spokesper- 
son in Modesto to Chris 
Bender of the Children’s 
Center. In addition, he said, it 
would be a nice gesture if the 
groups printed thanks to the 
generosity of E & J Gallo onits 
tickets and publicity. 


Williams took her market- 
ing campaign to the UFW's 
door last month by putting her 
name on the Boycott com- 
mittee’s volunteer list — 
without revealing that she 
worked for Gallo. 


The committee kept her in- 
formed of their activities for a 
few weeks until a call from the 
children’s center uncovered 
her double identity 


“IT approached them 
because I was trying to get 
both sides of the _ issue,’’ 
Williams explained. ‘I’m not 
involved in the politics at all,”’ 
she added. ‘‘I’m not working 
against anybody, I’m working 
for Gallo.”’ 


_ Why is the world’s largest 
wine company so concerned 
about CSUS? Williams told the 
Hornet that the reason is 
merely to ‘get closer to the 
campus and to do something 
nice for somebody.” 


However, a recent Harris 
poll suggests a_ different 
reason: college students are 
not buying Gallo wines. 
Nationwide, 13 percent of 
college educated people 
report boycotting Gallo; 14 
percent lettuce; and 17 
percent table grapes. 

In addition, the same sam- 
ple favored the UFW over the 
growers (43 percent to 28 
percent) and the UFW over 
the Teamsters Union (57 
percent to 6 percent). 


“Gallo is getting 
desperate,’’ according to 
Ellen Bulf of the CSUS student 
boycott committee. ‘They 
chose CSUS because we havea 
strong boycott here. We con- 
sider that a compliment.’ 

Bulf, who has worked the 
last three summers in the 
Livingston area where the 
Gallo strike took place, sees a 
familiar pattern inthe current 
tactics. ‘It’s divide and con- 
quer,’ she explains. ‘‘The 
growers, including Gallo, take 
two groups of needy people 
and pit them against each 
other.” 

“Gallo is known for ex- 
ploiting racial differences 
among their workers — Mex- 
icans against Portuguese, 
whites against both. In the 
same way, they use _ the 
Teamsters against the UFW, 
illegal workers against legal 
workers, and so on. The tactic 
is to give one group some 
privilege: this creates 
resentment and makes it dif- 
ficult to unite people against 
unsafe working conditions and 
other common problems,” 
Bulf said. Surveillance of the 
UFW is part of Gallo’s stan- 
dard practice, she added. 

At CSUS, the major roles in 
Gallo’s act are filled by the 
campus organizations,  in- 
cluding the Hornet, the 
Children’s center and the 
MECHA - sponsored boycott 
committee. Gallo offers some 
groups money in return for an 
opportunity to improve 
Gallo’s image and thus 
counter the successful 
boycott. 

The uproar, which is sure to 
follow, focuses attention away 
from the real issues concer- 
ning Gallo — the sweetheart 
contracts, the working con- 
ditions, the strike and 
unresolved elections. 

We see then, that Gallo is 
still using the same tactics, 
just shifting the scene of the 
crime tocampus. Only by unit- 
ing to refuse the bribes can 
CSUS students put the blame 
where it belongs. Only by unit- 
ing to fight against the injus- 
tices of Gallo can justice be 
served.

This cost his mother her life so Jupiter took Bacchus away to the 
f Nyshean Nymphs where he grew up. There grapes grew in abundance, and Bacchus cultivated the 
L vines and soon discovered a method of extracting the juice from the fruit. He was struck with 
[ maddness and became a wanderer, roaming all over the earth until he reached Qhrygia. There his 
ri grandmother cured him of his maddness, and taught him religious rites. He toured Asia and 
U cultivated the grape vine and taught the making and drinking of wine. When he returned to Greece, 
L people were afraid because they said that the juice of the vine drove people mad. 
[ He then approached Thebes dancing gaily and lightly, vine ieaves in his hair, and his skin brown 
from the sun. As he danced, he laughed and shouted and the people, seeing his happiness, rushed 
y forward and joined him with cheers and song. The multitude marched on the city where the Fauns 
i and Bacchantes bearing cymbals and flutes joined in the procession. Pentheus the king tried to stop 
r them but he was torn apart by his mother and aunts who had been drinking the juice from the vines. 
f The soft red wine that Bacchus had pressed from the purple grapes became a poison when it 
p was misused. And the people, drunk with it, established the worship of Bacchus in Greece.
